Staas Rots 


Edward Lear wrote a nonsense 
rhyme” about “going to sea in a 
sieve,” a most impractical means of 
transport, but in the near future 
a great many people will be putting 
out to sea in glass boats. 

Glass has numerous advantages 
over wood as a ship-building mater- 
ial; and though we may _ have 
doubts, remember that our ances- 
tors scoffed when, about\100 years 
ago, metal superseded wood.

A Century Ago 


Did you know what Queen Vic- 
toria’s husband died of in 18617 
Would you be surprised to hear that . 
the sanitary arrangements in Buck- 
ingham Palace were such ‘a menace 
to health that the Government dare 
not let the public know the truth? 

Prince Albert died of typhoid 
fever, and this is what Sir Lyon 
Playfair wrote in his memoirs years 
afterwards: 

“The condition of Buckingham 
Palace was so bad that the Govern- 
ment never dared to’ publish my 
report. A great main sewer fan 
through the courtyard, and the 
whole Palace was in untrapped con- 
nection with it. 

“To illustrate this, I painted a 
small room on the basement floor 
with white lead, and showed that it 
had blackened next morning.” 


Romantic Thames! 


A year after Queen Victoria had 
come to the throne it had been, 
suggested that Parliament should be 
moved from the .Palace~of West- 
minster because of the dreadful 
stench from the Thames and from 
St. Margaret's churchyard; and in 
1844, more than forty overflowing 
cesspools were discovered under 
Windsor Castle. 

With ‘such conditions rife 
throughout the country, it was 
scarcely surprising that more than 
half the children born in large 
manufacturing towns never reached 
the age of five and that in 1874, 50,- 
000 people Wied of typhus. | 

There was not a single. Medical 
Officer of Health in the country 
until 1841, and until ten years after 
that Parliament had not passed one 
measure in the interests of public 
health: “The English,” said The 
Times, “prefer to take the chance 
of cholera and the rest rather than 
be bullied-into health.” 

In the year of the Prince Con- 
sort’s death the Secretary of State 
for War, the Under-Secretary and 
the Assistant Under-Secretary all 
died within a few months of one 
another owing to what were called 
“the awful insanitary conditions of 
the War Office.” 

Twenty years. later most of 
London’s 250,000 houses still had 
cesspools beneath them. 

These grim facts, and a great 
many others, appear in a recently 
published book. “The Day Before 
Yesterday” by J. W. Robertson 
Scott. 

A shocking feature of life in 
Britain 100 years ago was the re- 
fusal to admit scientific progress. 
And all over the ‘country women 
and children. worked under appall- 
ing conditions. 

An official «report described 

women working in a Cumberland 
coal-mine as “chained, belted, 
harnessed like dogs in.a go-cart, 
black, saturated with wet and more 
than half-naked.” 
. Children of all ages were em- 
ployed down the mines, the oldest 
to carry coal, younger ones to - 
mind the Ventilation doors, and 
even tiny toddlers to keep away the 
rats from their parents’ food. 

Conditions were. little betfér 
twenty years later, when Cardinal 
Cullen told the Royal Commission 
on Irish Education that he was 
against the masses learning more 
than reading, writing and simple 
arithmetic. 

In general, the attitude of the 
Church towards social reform was 
deplorable. In 1810 seven bishops 
voted against a Bill to abolish 
hanging for stealing an article valu- 
ed at 5s. or over, The Bishops voted 
21 to 2 against the Reform Bill of 
1832—and the Bill left five men 
out of six still without a vote. 

“Such things as railway roads and 
telegraphs are impossible and rank, 
infidelity,” wrote a clerical critic o 
the 40's. “There is nothing in the 
word of God about them, and if 
God had designed his intelligent 
creatures to travel at the frightful 
speed of 15 miles an hour by steam 
it would have been foretold by one 
of his holy prophets. These are the 
devices of Satan to lead immortal 


souls to hell.” |

Fifty-six years after the alleged 
discovery, the U.S.S.R. are. claim- 
ing the glory of having produced 
the inventor of wireless telegraphy. 

This claim was made officially 
from Moscow quite recently. Ac- 
cording to it, on May 7th, 1895, a 
Russian scientist, Alexander Popov, 
demonstrated an apparatus for .the 
wireless transmission of messages, 
and described his method in a sci- 
entific journal in March, 1896. In 
that year, the Russians clam, Pop- 
ov transmitted a telegram by wire- 
less, the first of its kind ever 
transmitted. 

Rival Claimants 

There has never yet been a great 
and epoch-making invention that 
has not produced rival claimants, 
and wireless is no exception. The 
world has accepted Marconi as 
the undisputed inventor of the sys- 
tem and will, one may be reason- 
ably sure, always so regard him: 


Of the validity of. the Russian 
claim nothing is -yet known in 
this country. But one question 
arises: why has the claim been left 
unmade for’more than fifty years? 

What of Marconi’s claim? In the 
early summer of 1895, he transmit- 
ted wireless messages in his father’s 
garden, near Bologna. In 1896 he 
came to England, and in June took 
out the first patent for wireless 
telegraphy. : 

Next, under the auspices of Sir 
William Preece, chief engineer of 
the Post Office, Maréoni demon- 
strated hi method on Salisbury 
Plain. These epoch-making scien- 
tiie marvels caused tremendous 
excitement and universal interest. 
Marconi was world famous. 

But was he the first man to 
invent wireless?. The first man to 
transmit wireless messages? 

In October, 1895, there came 
from New Zealand to the famous 
Cavendish Laboratories, Cambridge, 
a brilliant young scientist, Ernest 
Rutherford. He came as a research 
student and he was already a D.Sc, 
of Otago University, New Zealand. 

Whats work should he attempt? 
he. asked the Director, the late 
Sir J. J. Thomson, O.M. 

“Try to transmit signals without 
wires,” suggest Thomson. 

Rutherford went to work. He 
used a detector he had already in- 
vented in New Zealand. 

Later in the same year Ruther- 
ford transmitted messages Without 
wires from one room in the Labor- 
atory to another. Before the year 
was out he transmitted messages 
between the Cavendish Laboratory 
and his lodgings, three-quarters of 
a mile away. 

So impressed was Sir J. J. Thom- 
son with these results that he tried 
to interest businessmen in their 
commercial development. But all 


lous and Rutherford went on with 
other work. For him wireless had 
little further interest. 

The First Message 


_coni's first message was transmitted 
in the early summer of 1895. Ru- 
therford hall: already invented his 
detector in 1894 and sent his first 
message in the fall of 1894. It is 
a close thing. 

Rutherford never took out one 
single patent. He was indifferent 
to priority claims and any sort 
of commercialization of science. He 
personally presented Marconi with 
the gold medal of the Institute of 
Electrical Engineers, and paid him 
a handsome tribute. 

This is what he said: “I may 
recall «that in my youthful days 
in Cambridge 1 was myself inter- 
ested in wireless waves, and ‘de- 
vised, in 1896, a simple magnetic 
detector for these waves, T am-glad 
to know that Marconi was able to 
develop and transform the germs 
of this simple device into a reliable 
detector.” ; 

And now comes Alexander Pop- 
ov's claim, Strange, indeed, that 
modesty should have withheld it 
from the world for over fifty years!

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By Kangaroo 
Lucky To Escape 


Kangaroos have long been looked 
upon as 4 national menace in Aus- 
tralia. Roaming at will through the 
bush, they have destroyed badly- 
needed grassland. But now Austra- 
lian farmers have found a ready 
market for kangaroo-skins in Am- 
erica, where ghey are being made 
into car upholstery, shoes and other 
goods calling for fine leather. 

In the more censcly populated 
parts of Australia, jn the south and 
east, Kangaroos have been threaten- 
ed with extermination, but to this 
day there are areas where they re- 
main practically unmolested, and 
almost unafraid of Man. 

Between the two World, Wars a 
New South Wales Minister of 
Lands undertook the exploration of 


quarie Marshes to find out the pos- 
sibilities of developing the arca as 
farmland. 

He was amazed to find it a sanc- 
tuary of abundant wild life—emus, 
pelicans, and flocks of astonishingly 
tame swans. Most remarkable of all 
were the kangaroos, which he be- 
lieved had not seen Man before. 
They came round him so quietly 
he could take the young out of 
the mothers’ pouches. 

But the kangaroo can prove a 
fierce and powerful opponent. The 
larger species can, cover a distance 
of-about ten yards at every bound, 
and-they can keep this up for 
almbst. twenty miles without stop- 


If brought to bay the kangaroo 
atrikes at its enemies with forward 
sweeps of its hind feet and endea- 
vours to rip up their bodies with 
7 ore toes. ‘ 

e forearms are to a lesser ¢x- 
tent also employed for offensive 
purposes, and many instances have 
been recorded of dogs being seized 
within their grasp and then held 
under water until drowned. 

A year or two back only his 
knife saved a man from serious in- 
jury and possible death when he 
was attacked by a seven-foot kan- 
garoo on a sheep station in New 
South Wales. 

Sprinting for a wire fence, the 
farmer tried to obtain a grip on 
the beast’s tail, but the kangaroo 
swung around and seized the man 
with its forepaws. It was about to 
rend him with the sharp nails of 
its hind feet when he whipped out 
his sheath-knife and cut the kan- 
garoo’s throat. : 

It is amazing that a beast of this 
size should. develop, from a creature 
little more than an inch long. For 
this is the size of a newly born 
kangarog, . 

They Live In Trees 

There® are several types oi kan- 
garoos, which occupy different parts 
of the continent, some being wood- 
landers like deer, others living in 
the open like antelopes, or on the 
mountains like goats. 

Tree kangaroos are “found in the 
forth of Australia and in New 
Guinea, while at least one species 
frequents low-lying land subject 


to floods, hopping through shallew « 


water and crossing rivers. of 
siderable width and depth. 

Kangaroos can be used for food 
and-in times of scarcity a slice. of 
its steak or a basin of the thick 
brown soup made from its tail is 
quite palatable.

Down in “the greatest nation on 
the face of the earth” college ath- 
letics is a multi-million dollar busi- 
ness with much fake-professional- 
ism. For decades it has been com- 
mon knowledge that many college 
athletes are compensated for play- 
ing—in tuition, board, “expense 
money,” and so on. The condition 
has been brought about, it is gene- 
rally believed, by these influences: 
the demands of alumni, who want 
alma mater to win; the profits from 

“big-time” college sports, which 
help pay for minor sports and bal- 
ance college budgets; college ad- 
ministrators’ belief that winning 
teams attract students. 

= * * 

Twice this year the United States 
has been shocked by disclosures of 
dishonesty in connection with sports 
on the college level. First came the 
revelation “that basketball players 
for several New York City “and 

Midwestern colleges took bribes to 

“fix” games for professional gamb- 

lers. Then came the revelation that 

most of the West Point football 

team had conspired to cheat on 

examinations to avoid flunking out. 
* a * 

A couple of weeks ago the situa- 
tion was documented further. In 
New York Judge Saul Streit sen- 
tenced a gambler (Salvatore Sol- 
lazzo) and five former basketball 
players to jail for bribery and gaye 
nine other players suspended sen- 
tences, Before passing sentence, 
Judge Streit said that his investiga- 
tions had produced these case his- 
tories on some of the players:

Other officials acknowledged that 
the college should do something. 
C.C.N.Y. acted promptly; it is 4 
municipal, tuitionless college where 
enrolment is limited and competi- 
tive, and where scholastic standards 
are unusually high. The college an- 
nounced that athletic policy would 


be changed for a “return to amateur 
sports.” It acknowledged that there 
had been falsification of basketball 
players’ scholastic records, and dn- 
vestigations are under way. 

* * ” 

The Streit findings coincided with 
a mecting in Washington of a com- 
mittee of ten universjty presidents 
set up by the American Council 
on.Education to study college ath- 
letic problems in the light of the 
recent scandals. On Tuesday the 
committee agreed that as a first 
step “all responsibility” for the 
conduct of college sports should 
be assumed by college presiients 
—as opposed, mainly, to alumni. 

* * * 

Altogether, it is a sorry situation 
and we in Canada would do well to 
see that our own house js in order. 
When a university coacH is more 
widely known and better paid than 
a professor or. president, there's 
danger in the offing. 


Got A Skeleton 
In Your Bathroom? 


Possibly there may be two or 
even three skeletons. They may not 
rattle, but they may be there. Be- 
causé the bathroom sponge is a 
skeleton. 

Once it was part. of an animal 
that lived and breathed and had 
skin, flesh, and it even had a liquid 
that passes for blood. 

Twenty thousand different types 
of sponge exist in the world, but 
only sixteen have skeletons that 
can be used in the bathroom. They 
live ins sea water and often attach 
themselves to rocks on the sea bed. 
When gathered they are offensive- 
smelling masses of substance re- 
sembling rubber, and they vary 
in color from a greyish -yellow to 
dark brown or black. 

Sponge-fishing is carried out in 
many parts of the world, but the 
most valuable sponges come from 
Cyprus and islands of the eastern 
Mediterranean. 

The season lasts from June to 
September. 

Operating in tiny caiques from 
the port of Kyrenia, the chief cen- 
tre of Cyprus’s rich sponge-fishing 
industry, the divers don crude div- 
ing masks and slip over the side 
with a weight in their hands. This 
quickly drags them down to the 
sea bed. 

So that they can signal to the 
crew above, each diver has a life- 
line, which he tugs if anything goes 
wrong. 

Having reached the sea bed, 
about 40 fathoms down, the diver 
crawls over it, every now and then 
grabbing a sponge and placing it 
in a net which billows out behind 
him. 

The raw sponges are spread out 
on the deck and beaten with sticks. 
Then they are trampled on, the 
crew using their bare feet. Gradu- 
ally the tissues and the skin come 
away from the skeleton and after 
repeated washings in the sea the 
skeletons are strung up on strings 


‘about six feet long and trailed in 


the water over the vessel’s side. 

When every particle of tissue 
and skin is removed the sponges 
are tied to the rails and masts of 
the boat to dry and’ bleach in the 
gun, and are then ready for export. 

Sponges have no eyes and no 
brains as we understand the word. 
They absorb food from sea water 
in the form of tiny living marine 
organisms,

Warnings about the dangers of 
fires on the farm are nothing new 
in this column, Still, as my Scot- 
tish grandmother used to say, “The 
heed that ye took yesterday winna 
keep ye safe today.” So here is 
some more about this vital subject, 
largely borrowed from an. article 
entitled, “It's Always Farm-Fire 
Season,” written by H. L. Tinley 
which appeared in the October 
issue of Country Gentleman. —

November through March are the 
months of heavy loss in dwellings. 
Chimneys in one way or another 
cause’ a big share of these fires. 
The chimney that sooner or later 
leads to trouble is the one built 
from a bracket instead of being 
built on a firm foundation from the 
ground up. Over the years brackets 
gag, mortar crimbles and the liner 
cracks. Then (parks sift out and 
trouble starts. ,

There are many other causes of 
chimney fire. Take the farmer who 
wallpapered over a metal flue stop 
in a moment of- thoughtlessness. 
Five years later, rain. and moisture 
susted the stop and the only thing 
between chimney and the room was 
wallpaper. It was just a question 
of time until flame shot through 
the flue opening, setting the paper 
on fire. Fortunately it happened 
one night at dinner and the family 
was able to put out the fire with 
little damage.

Faulty wiring causes about as 
many home fires as chinineys, espe- 
clally now that farm families are 
buying more and more appliances. 
A new television set was the straw 
that broke the back of 35-year-old 
wiring in the dwelling of one farm- 
er. Fifteen minutes after he plugged 
in the new set, smoke began drift- 
ing out around the nail holding 
up his grandfather's picture. When 
he lifted the picture, plaster fell 
and a three-foot tongue of smoke 
and flame shot ‘into the room. 
Within five minutes the entire 
house was ablaze,

Appliancés had been forcing the 


single circuit of tie vid house to 
carry a load far beyond that con- 
templated when it was installed in 
1916. It took heavier and heavier 
fuses to carry the load, until even- 
tually the fuses were stronger than 
the wiring.

Moses’ Charge to the People 
Deuteronomy 30:15-31:3. 33:27-29a 


Memory Selection: The eternal 
God is thy refuge, and underneath 
are the everlasting arms.—Deut. 
33 :27a. 

Moses is usually regarded as the 
greatest man of Old Testament 
history. He mediated the giving of 
the law and he led his people from 
bondage to the land of promise. 
There is pathos in the fact that 
he was denied the privilege of 
leading them into the good land. 
But Moses had failed at Meribah. 
The people “angered him also at 
the waters of strife, so that it went 
ill with Moses for their sakes: 
because they provoked his spirit, so 
that he spake unadvisedly with his 
lips.” Ps. 106:32-33. The account is 
found in Numbers 20:7-13. Men in 
high places must govern their spirit. 
They cannot’ afford to “fly. off.” 
“He that is slow to anger is better 
than the mighty; and he that rul- 
eth “his spirit than he that taketh 
a city.” Prov, 16:32. 

Moses reéViewed the law and 
urged the people to take the good 
way. To love God and keep His 
Commandments would bring bless- 
ing.

Risking Tragedy 


Just outside Ingersoll, the other 
day, the editor of the weekly Tri- 
bune watched helplessly while a 
fine new home .burned to the 
ground, Only 4 little distance away 
were the fire brigades of Ingersoll 
and Woodstock but local regula- 
tions prevented them-going outside 
the limits of the fespective muni- 
cipalities, the protettion of which 
is their primary concern. There may 
be sound reasons for such policy, 
says the Tribune editor, “but it is 
a hard thing to stand by and watch 
a man’s home go up in flames.” 


That is true and there are some 
other things that are hard to un- 
derstand about this fire protection 
business. If this had been a big 
fire, where it would be necessary 
to attach hoses to local water sup- 
plies or for two brigades from. dif- 
ferent towns to work together, more 
difficulties might have been dis- 


covered. In a great many cases it .. 


would be found that equipment was 
not interchangeable, that the fire 
hose from one place would not fit 
the hydrants in another. Very of- 
ten it would be useless for the reels 
from a neighboring municipality to 
come to help. 


In a survey made only a few 
years ago it was found that there 
are literally hundreds of different 
sizes of couplings used in Canadian 
fire-fighting equipment. Under pres- 


ment since, but nothing like a real 
overhaul. This sort of thing limits 
most equipment to strictly local 
use. That means heavy and. un- 
necessary fire losses in normal 
times. In a real emergency such 
as we would most certainly face if 
the country were bombed, one can 
imagine the tragic results.—From 
The Financial Post.

It has become a detective by whose 
aid science has found a way to 
measure the amount of arsenic at 
any point in a single human hair, 

Although arsenic—for years the 
sneak poisoner's weapon—spreads 
only very slowly through the hu- 
man body, it fenetrates every part, 
even into the hair and finger-nails. 

So by measuring points of pro- 
gress along a hair at the time of 
the arsenic victim's death, scien- 
tists can easily prove not only that 
arsenic was used, but can also say 
at what time the doses were given. 
The atom thus provides a diary of 
a murder and may help to deter- 
mine who committed it. 

Betrayed by Rays 

How is it done? The suspect hair 
is first exposed to neutrons (atomic 
particles) in an atomic pile. Some 
of the slow-moving neutrons are 
“captured” by the arsenic atoms. 
In doing this the ordinary arsenic 
atoms become changed into a new 
form (an isotope) of arsenic, known 
as “As. 76.” This new form is 
radioactive and shoots out rays 
like radium which can be measured 
with a Geiger counter, it is re- 
vealed. 

Even less than one part per mil- 
lion of arsenic can now be easily 
detected. It-is possible to dis- 
tinguish arsenic ftom other ele- 
ments because various elements 
differ in the ease with which they 
catch neutrons and in the rays 
they shoot out. 

Unfortunately, this new method 
cannot be used to measure arsenic 
in the blood. Why? Because blood 
always contains sodium, which 
picks) up. the neutrons as easily as 
arsenic, 

An ingenious color scheme de- 
signed to detect arsenic poisoning 
immediately was put forward by a 
French chemist, M. Grimaud, mote 
than a century ago. He proposed 
that all commodities containing 
arsenic should be treated before sale 
with a mixture of sulphate of iron 
and cyanure of potash.

\ He made over twenty experi- 
ments with ordinary foodstuffs. He 
found that arsenic, so treated, gave 
a green bronze colour to hot meat 
soups, an opal color to hot or cold 
milk, a vilet color to red wine, a 
deep blue to breadstuffs, a dirty 
yelw to coffee—and so on throug 
the whole gamut of everyday foods. 

He claimed that his scheme was 
foolproof against arsenical poison- 
irfg, accidental or criminal. Nobody, 
he urged, would eat blue bread or 
drink violet wine, or eat bronze 
meat. 

But for some unstated reason, the 
French government never put Gri- 
maud's-plan into operation.

Students of the fistic are gener- 
ally regard “Gentleman” Jim Cor- 
bett as the man responsible for 
boxing as we know. it totlay.

But nearly a hundred and thirty 
years earlier there was born in 
London's east-end, Daniel Men- 
doza, who was destined to be the 
first Jew to take up fisticuffs and 
the man who changed the game 
from sheer brutality to a skilful 
sport. 


One of a large family, he was 


forced to leave school/at thirteen 
and became a shop assistant until 
he took to the ring professionally. 
Nevertheless, he was sufficiently 
knowledgeable to write “The Arm 
of Boxing” which was published in 
1787, when Daniel was twenty- 
four. 

It was said of him that no pugi- 
list ever stopped with greater neat- 
ness, hit oftener or put in his blows 
quicker. Also, he was never at loss 
for words and used the Press at 
every opportunity to stir up public 
interest in a forthcoming match. 

Royal Backer 

When he was fifty-two he pub- 
lished his “Memoirs,” an absorb- 
ing life story of the pitched ring. 
Recently republished, “The Mem- 
oirs of the Life of Daniel Mendo- 


“ga” are as interesting and exciting 


to read today as when they first 
appeared in 1815, 

Mendoza’s Memoirs show con- 
clusively that he knew how to get

Mendoza had abot thirty pitched 
battles. But the m@gt famous were 
the three with Ricligrd Humphries, 
who was allowed to°use the nick- 
name of “Gentleman,” not so much 
because of his behavior in the ring, 
but by reason of the fact that he 
enjoyed the company of the gentry 
of the day. 

The pair started as friends and 
finished mortal. enemies, One day 
when Daniel was fighting a porter 
who had refused a tip because he 
thought it was too small, Hum- 
phries happened to be passing and 
offered to second Mendoza, He did 
this several times 

Mendoza’s successes, however, 
aroused jealously, especially when 
he opened a school of boxing which 
proved as popular as the one con- 
ducted by his friend. The gulf 
widened when the Prince of Wales 
made a favorite of Daniel; and 
after a chance set-to between them 
at The Cock, Epping, there was no 
difficulty in arranging a match. 

Umpire’s Betrayal 

This took place at Odiham, in 
Hampshire on January 9th, 1788. 
Although Humphries was favorite, 
the Jews baeKed Mendoza heavily 
and he took with him two white 
pigeons to be released in the event 
of victory—and two black 
should he suffer defeat 

Things were going well for the

But he was moving in an expen- 
sive circle; he had a wife and 
six children and many sponging 
acquaintances, Although he had 
announced that he would have no 
further pitched battles, lack of 
funds made him break this vow and 
after two. winning fights against 
Bill Warr, he came a_ cropper 
against “Gentleman” John Jack- 
son. é 


This time Daniel opposed a man 
more skilful than himself and suf- 
fered in consequence, Furthermore 
Jackson seized the Jew by his long 
hair and holding him down upper- 
cut him severely in the face. After 
this Mendoza was glad to give in. 

Rapidly he went downhill. No 
longer champion, his friends for- 
sook him and he went to prison 
several times for debt. He was 
never downhearted and tried any- 
thing once in order to keep go- 
ing. At the age of seventy-three 
he died in extreme poverty at Horse 
Shoe Alley, Petticoat Lane, back 
among those of his race for whom 
he had fought so gallantly.

MORE ABOUT THE BIBLE 

The Bible is inspired. That 
doesn’t mean that every line of it 
is inspiring. Parts of it are not. 
It means that both God 4nd each 
writer afe true authors. The Ca- 
tholic Church explains inspiration 
as “a supernatural impulse by 
which the Holy Spirit has inspired 
and directed the sacred authors, 
and assisted them in their writing, 
so that they should preserve ac- 
curately, and wish to report faith- 
fully, and express with an infallible 
verity all that God directs them to 
write, and that only.” 


The writers didn’t find it® easy 
to compose the books of the New 
or Old Testament.

The barracuda is a.rathet mor- 
ose, solitary fish. The big /ones 
prefer to lurk in the green depths 
of coral reefs, from which they 
flash at thirty miles an hour to 
seize their prey. A favorite trick 
of this wily seafarer, when gorged, 
is to herd a school of small fish 
into. shallow water, harry them 
into a tight group like a collie with 
a flock of sheep and then keep 
the frightened flock milling about 
until the urge to feast is strong 
again. 

There are two schools of thought 
on the barracuda as a food fish. 
West Indians refuse to eat them 
because of a centuries-old belief 
that the meat is poisonous. More 
venturesome people who have risk- 
ed an attack of ptomaine say’ a 
small barracuda is truly a delicious 
dish.

An elderly man who was strack 
by a car and died in Boston, 
General Hospital, recently became 
one of the most’ celebrated cases 
in medical history. When the doc- 
tors performed an autopsy they 
began to wonder why any of us 
dies. 

They found that the man had 
had tuberculosis, extensive and in 
both lungs, which had healed by 
itself. Hg had had cirrhosis (hard- 
ening) of the liver so severe that 
all blood had been diverted by his 
body to a new set of pathways 
above and below the liver. 

He had been a victim of chronic 
kidney trouble with destruction of 
parts of both kidneys, and there 
had been severe hardening of the 
arteries—so hard that to compen- 
sate for it the heart had greatly

n other words the man had had 
four. potentially dangerous diseases 
and had not recognized one of 
them. His wife reported that he had 
always been cheerful and had never 
complained of a day’s illness in 


‘ his life. For twenty_years his com- 


plexion had been remarkably ruddy 
and she had taken this as a sign 
that he was in good health. He had 
always been active physically dnd 
mentally, 

This man’s case illustrates just 
how tough the human body really 
is. Its amazing resistance to seri- 
ous diseases has been revealed by 
mass radiography (X-rays of the 
chest) carried out in factories. 

In thousands of cases lesians uve 


‘ been detected on the X-ray plat 


which tell doctors that the patient, 
without any knowledge of it him- 
self, has already been attacked by 
tuberculosis and has healed him- 
self without any outside aid or 
conscious effart on his part. 

But this is hardly 
when we considéf the toughness of 
the human body in terms of figures. 
One human shin bone, for instance, 
can support a weight of two tons? 
A human skull can be crushed to 
within 10 per cent of its breadth 
before it will crack. Ligaments sup- 
porting our body organs and con- 
necting bones’ could support, if 
necessary, 1,000 lb. weights. 


The muscles on the front of. 


the arm, bending the elbow joint, 
which weight about three-quarters 
of a pound, can in a’ single con- 
traction raise their own weight one 
hundred feet. Yet what are they 
made of? Jelly! 

Take away the fibrous supporting 
and packing tissues, and this pow- 
erful but delicate substance is 
found to have the consistency of a 
rather, badly set jelly. 

Toughest muscle of all is the 
heart. It normally beats 38 million 
time a year and pumps 4,320 gallons 
of blood a day, expending energy 
equivalent to that needed to raise 
a ton to a height of 82 feet. 


They Burn the Coal 
Right In The Mines 


The United States Bureau of 
Mines announces that, having 
achieved: its purpose, the under- 
ground fire that was cofverting 
coal into gas right in the mine at 
Gorgas, Ala, has been extinguished. 
But this is not the end of the 
project. More tests will be made 
to prove the feasibility of convert- 
ing gas straight from the mine into 
gasoline or chemicals. 

There were two projects for 


_gassifying coal in the mine, The 


first ran from Jan. 21 to March 
12, 1947; the second from March 
18, 1949, to Feb. 7, 1951. The first 
showed that coal could be burned 
in the mine and that the burning 
could be controlled; in the second, 
information useful to engineers was 
collected. In the 1947 project entries 
were driven to a depth of thirty 
feet and extended 150 feet under- 
ground, In the 1949-50 project the 
entries went down as far as 150 
feet below the surface and spread 
as far as 1,540 feet. 

During one phase of the operation 
at Gorgas, reports the Bureau of 
Mines, two gas turbines were dri- 
yen for about one hundred hours 
by gas that came from the sealed 
mine. The turbines in turn com-

pressed air and sent it back to the 
mine so that combustion could be 
maintained. In commercial practice 
so much gas would be generated 
that engines in. factories could be 
dfiven. Over a four-month period 
when 65 per cent of the heating 
value of the coal consumed in one 
area was realized, the energy yield 
was greater than that from an 
equal amount of coal mined in the 
game area. 

Though the Bureau of Mines is 
unwilling at this time to state 
what the practical future of its 
exper:mentation may be, there is 
no doubt that any mine can be 
converted into a gas generator and 
the gas, either pure or mixed with 
air, used to drive gas turbines or 
to raise steam in a boiler. Lastly, 
there is the possibility of produc- 
ing a synthetic gas with oxygen 
and steam. The synthesis would 
then become the raw material for 
the production of gasoline or of 
organic chemicals. 

The Russians have been gasifying 
coal in the mine for at least fifteen 
years, but the results are not known 
to this department. The first pro- 
posal to gasify coal in the vein 


ment and effect on children. 


originated in the United States many 
years ‘ago. Of course, the Russians 
claim that the idea is theirs. The 


‘fate Sir William Ramsay, distin- 


guished British chemist, suggested 
decades ago that it was foolish 
to haul tons of black lumps of 
coal hundred of miles to a city 


_ gas plant and advocated the gen- 


eration of gas at, but not in, the 
mine and its transportation by pipe- 
line whither it was wanted. We 
are far from realizing Sir William's 
proposal. The Krupp works in Es- 
sen, Germany, piped blast-furnace 
gas for several hundred miles long 
before the recent war, and in the 
United States they have been pump- 
ing natural gas from Texas to 
Chicago and recently to the Atlantic 
seaboard. No one doubts that gas 
can be generated in the mine and 
sent almost anywhere. 


Experimentation with coal burned 
in the mine to generate gas is to 
be resumed at Gorgas with a new 
electric installation. This new elec- 
trical system will require no ela- 
borate development of the site and 
will dispense with much under- 
ground labor. 


Here’s something that should be 
of interest to everyone who raises 
hogs. Scientists have come up with 
a synthetic milk which, they claim, 
will greatly increase hog produc- 
tion,

Dr. Herbert G. Luther, who car- 
ries ‘on research for the Charles 
Pfizer Laboratories, has produced 
a milk, the first of its synthetic 
kind, which will increase hog pro- 
duction. At a seminar on animal 
mutation held at the University of 
Minnesota recently he reported that 
with Terralac, as he calls his pro- 
duct, baby pigs, which normally 
suckle for -fifty-six days, can be 
taken from the sow forty-eight 
hours after they are born, Litter 
sizes, previously limited by the 
sow's milk production, can be ex- 
panded to the capacity to produce 
piglets. Not only ts growth pro- 
moted but suckling mortality ts 
reduced to only 5 per cent

Luther was trying to incorporate 
terramycin in the ration of suckling 
pigs in the critical early period. He 
found that the sooner ant biotic 
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feeding was begun, tie earlier was ; 


improvement in growth noted, 
Thereupon he began a Search for a 
practical synthetic milk to which 
terramycin could be added. Terra- 
lac was the result. 4

On the basis of his analysis of 
actual sow’s milk, Luther included 
in his formulation dry skim milk, 
lard, fish solubles, vitamins, min- 
erals and terramycin. The anti- 
biotic served two functions in the 
ration: it stimulated rate of growth 
and it warded. off disease. With 
this synthetic milk thousands of 
pigs have been taken from forty- 
eight hours after birth through 
weaning with retharkable ysesults.

Since the sow will not be necded 
fof lactation jf suckling pigs are 
fed synthet'c¢ milk, she becomes 
an important economic asset to the 
farmer instead of a huge and ex- 
pensive provider of milk, She can

It is relatively non- 
volatile and is applied as a. spray 
using wettable powder dispersed in 
water. Laboratory tests have shown 
it to be extremely safe as far as 
toxic effects on warm-blooded ani- 
mals are concerned. Unlike 2,4-D, 
which kills weeds by making them 
literally “grow to death,” the kill- 
ing action of CMU. starts in the 
root system and works upward to 
the leaves. Tips of leaves begin 
to die, there is general discolora- 
tion of foliage, plant growth slows 
to a stop and the plant dies.

Farmers can save up to 50 per 
cent of their feed cost by giving 
farm animals free access to salt, 
according to the International Salt 
Company, Experiments made re- 
cently at the Kansas Agricultural 
Experiment Station demonstrated 
that “the amount of feed required 
to produce 100 pounds of gain on 
steer calves was almost twice as 
high for steers not allowed access 
to salt as it was for steers given 
salt free’ choice,” the company 
reported. * * . 

The experiments, which have just 
been. completed, involved lots of 
steer calves which were wintered 
on silage and 1 pound of soybean 
pellets per head daily. One group, 
in addition, received free access to 
salt, while another received no salt.

The group which had free access 
to salt gained 1.26 pounds per head 
daily. Each animal was fed all the 
silage it would eat. Those which 
had free access to salt consumed 
28.2 pounds of silage per head 
daily, while the steers which had 
no salt ate only 26.15 pounds per 
head daily.

_done at several other agricultural 


colleges, the company pointed out, 
as well as the experience of indi- 
vidual farmers who give farm ani- 
mals free access to’salt. One far- 
mer in Illinois) reported to the 
University of Illinois, for example, 
that he lost 10 gallons of milk a 
day from a herd of 15 Holsteins 
when he failed to give them salt. 
He’ figured that the loss in milk 
cost him at the rate of $105 a 
month until he remedied the situa- 
tion.

The Conquest of Canaan 
Joshua i:1-7; 6: 1-5, 20. 
Memory Selection: As I was with 
Moses, so I will be with thee— 
Joshua 1: 5, 6. 


Joshua and Caleb were the only 
adults who left Egypt and were 
privileged to enter Canaan. Jo- 
shua successfully led Israel: in its 
first encounter with the Amalekites 
while Aaron and Hur were the 
two faithful spies who recommend- 
ed that Israel go up and possess 
the land. He became a minister to 
Moses. On the death of Moses’ he 
became the servant of the LORD 
and assumed the leadership of Is- 
rael. When. they crossed the Jordan 
they came to the walled fortress of 
Jericho, The manner in which the 
city was takell was unique, God, as 
the efficient Wause, was magnified 
before all m His ark and> his 
ministers, by their prominence, at 
the head of the procession, were 
especially honored in the eyes of 
Israelite and Canaanite. The course 
of proceeding so unmilitary and ap- 
parently absurd was a severe test 
of the faith of Israelites in Je- 
hovah. But the walls fell when the 
people had made their thirteenth 
trip around the city and had shout- 
ed and the priests had blown their 
trumpets.

The next encounter ended in de- 
feat.

The wicked 
one was discovered and he, his 
family and his property destroyed.

Children’s Feet 
Need Extra Care 


The shoes you choose for your 
children now, help to build strong, 
healthy feet when they grow up. 
On the other hand, poorly fitted, 
improper footwear.can so deform 
children’s feet that they are sure 
to know the misery of foot troubles 
as adults. 

If keeping up with growing feet 
cuts holes in your budget, skimp 
on other items of clothing. Noth- 
ing does more to spoil the foot 
than ill-fitting shoes. 

Even with the right fit, a young 
child may grow out of a size in a 
month. Until the. age of fifteen, 
the average child grows out of a 
shoe size in anywhere from one 
to six months. 

Shoes should be about three- 
quarters of an inch longér than the 
longest toe, leather should hug at 
heels. To be sure shoe is wide 
enough, pinch leather across toes. 


If it won't lift, shoe is narrow. 
Don't let a child wear hand-me- 
down shoes (even if they're hardly 
worn), unless you afte sure the 
shoes mect the above requirements. 

This is a must. Low-cut, laced 


oxfords are still the best—in looks 
and in construction, If you choose 


shoes with straps, the straps should 
be placed gp they give the same 
kind of support around the instep 
that lacing would.

Scientists have long scoffed at 
such notions. Yet they are borne 
out remarkably from time to time 
by strange examples of “identical 
twins,” whose lives have my steri- 
ously followed an exactly similar 
course—although the © individuals 
concerned may have been separated 
from birth, unaware even of each 
other’s existence. 


Edwin and Fred Nestor were 
identical twins, born in Nebraska 
but separated as babies. Unknown 
to each other, they lived exactly 
similar lives. Both married girls 
of the same weight, coloring and 
height—and from the same town. 
They both became fathers of sons 
at the same age, and each followed 
the same career of electrical en- 
gineering. 

But perhaps the most astonishing 
and inexplicable factor of all is 
that when the twins were finally 
re-united as grown men (and even 
their wives couldn't tell them apart) 
they each owned identical fox ter- 
‘tier pets—named Trixie! 

One day a seventy-year-old car- 
penter was admitted \to a Massa- 
chusetts hospital © with stomach 
trouble, later diagnosed as a dread 
disease. The surgeons noticed, in- 
cidentally, that the old fellow’s nose 
had been broken at some time in 


lis life and that he had been 
operated on unsuccessfully for 
hernia. 


Imagine their amazement, there- 
fore, when another carpenter, 5¢v- 
enty years old, also with signs of 
a broken nose and an unsuccess- 
ful hernia operation, was admitted 
to the hospital. He was an identical 
twin of the first patient; and he 
had precisely the same symptoms 
of disease. 


Do examples like these bear out 
the “what is to be will be” argu- 
ment? When two men, living separ- 
ate. individual lives, follow such 
exactly similar paths from cradle 
to grave, one is led seriously to 
consider that perhaps all our des- 
tinies are determined at birth. It 
is, of course, only with identical 
twins that thi® theory can be 
tested. 

Nor must identical twins be con- 
fused with ordinary twins. They are 
far rarer, virtually “soul-mates” 
since they are born af the same 
germ cell which has divided, just 
as a single match might split, leav- 
ing two matches of identical wood. 
So are the very bodies and minds 
of identical twins of the same 


This would account for the bond 
of sympathy that exists between 
them. It explains why identical 


twins think and feel alike, have | 


the same hopes and desires. It’s 
the answer to the strange tele- 
pathy that exists between pretty 
twin American singing sisters Mar- 
ian and Mary Wild, who kept se- 
parate diar.es . until one day 
they compared them and discovered 
that what they had written corres- 
ponded almost word for word. Af- 
ter that they saved their energies: 
kept one diary and wrote it up on 
alternate days!

Distance Dialing 


If you've ever watched a toll 
operator at work for 10 minutes 
you won't believe it. But if you 
live in Englewood, New Jersey, 
and want to talk to Aunt Mabel in 
San Francisco—or 10 other cities 
—you can prove it. You can dial 
her on your own telephone. And 
soon, they tell us, the automatic 
long-distance dialing being tested 
in Englewood will be extended to 
most of North America. 

We've often been grateful for 
the modern telephone system, ¢s- 
pecially when living where writing 
a note often seemed easier—and 
quicker — than telephoning. Once 
we watched wondgtingly while two 
paragons of st persistence 
successfully ; 
through or circumvent a traffic block 
on the long lines to get our mes- 
sage through. Maybe the system is 
a national monopoly; maybe it has 
its faults. Even so, it’s so much 
more efficient—and human—than 
the avérage state-owned system as 
to offer an object lesson in what 
private enterprise can do. 

We suppose this mechanizing of 
toll calls is another step of pro- 
gress. We understand it is going 
to cut time in completing calls, and 
that the machinery can even choose 
the clearest among alternative 
routes.

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Food That Heals 

Periodic measurements of the 
strength of tissue in healing wounds 
under conditions of controlled diet 
have shown that certain ‘sulphur 
compounds in, food are necessary 
if wounds are to heal rapidly, says 
Dr. Martin B. Williamson of Loy- 
ola University. The compounds are 
sulphur amino acids, which occur 
in the proteins of eggs, milk, wheat, 
corn and some other foods. The 
“healing index” — a number which 
expresses the rate of healing as 
measured in Dr. Williamson's re- 
search——is much greater on high 
than on low-protein diets in ¢€x- 
perimental animals. The high-pro- 
tein diet gives this higher index 
because more sulphur amino acid 
is available for building new tissue.

Canal is the dividing line between 
Fust and West. As a matter of 
fact, the Moslem World extends 
far out from both sides of the 
canal and the great Afrasian desert 
sweeps on from Egypt to the Ara- 
bian peninsula and to Central Asia. 
In the compact little world of the 
Greeks, Egypt was a part of Asia 
and all the desert to the west was 
Libya. Africa only came in with 
the Romans. The boundary between 
Asia and Africa, in spite of the 
canal, has rémained as insignificant 
as the boundary between Europe 
and Asia, where the low Ural 
Mountains cut across but do not

Yet the opening of the Suez 
Canal ecighty-two years ago this 
month had a strong appeal to the 
imagination of Europeans. The 
severing of the continents of Asia 
and Africa at Suez, like the later 
and greater splitting of North and 
South America at Panama, was a 
triumph of man:over a hostile en- 
vironment. The event. was. fittingly 
celebrated. As it was a French en- 
terprise, Empress Eugénie headed 
the list of distinguished guests. The 
Emperor of Austria came, the 
Crown Prince of Prussia, Grand 
Michael of Russia, Prince 
Henry of the Netherlands and hun- 
dreds of less exalted persons. Khe- 
dive Ismail of Egypt paid the ex- 
pense of the guests from and back 
to Europe and all the bills for the 
stay in Egypt. When he heard that 
Empress Eugénie would . like to 
visit the pyramids of Giza while she 
was in Egypt, he set ten thousand 
peasants to work to build a road 
seven miles long, from—Cairo to 
the pyramids. The Sueztcelebration 
on this lavish scale hastened the 
bankruptcy of the Khedive, the sale 
of his shares in the canal and the 
eventual occupation of Egypt by 
the British says a writer in The 
New York Times.

The British, who are now re- 
solved to defend the canal at any 
cost, were not interested when the 
canal was first proposed. Lord 
Palmerston, the Foreign Secretary, 
thinking of Napoleon’s Egyptian ad- 
venture of 1798, looked upon the 
daring enterprise as another French 
scheme to get a hold on Egypt. 
He had a strange idea, too, that 
use of the canal might ‘disturb 
established trade relations. So the 
British Government declined the

You may have good reason to 
doubt that it was actually your dog. 
Or, knowing the child in question, 
it may seem unlikely that it was 


‘the dog who was at fault. But for 


the moment it is best to take the 
ne.ghbor at her word, and to save 
discussion for a time when tempers 
have cooled. 

First, the child should immedi- 


This may appear unnecessary, but 
from the legal point of view you 
may be liable for all ofthe con- 
sequences of the bite, even if the 
child's condition is aggravated by 
the failure of the mother to give 
it proper medical care. Therefore, 
you should insist on a doctor. 
Moreover, you should ask the doc- 
tor’s opinieén as to whether or not 
the injury actually is a dog bite. 

Second, you should immediately 
have your dog tested for rabies. 
It is important to have this test 
made as soon as possible, for on 
its otitcome may depend the type 
of treatment the child should re- 
ceive. 

Third, if, as will usually be the 
case, the test shows no rabies, now 
is the proper time to raise the 
question of whether it was really 
your ‘dog which did. the biting. 
Children have been known to be 


_ mistaken in their identification, par- 


ticularly in circumstances of emo- 
tional stress. Point out to your 
neighbor that if the child is mis- 
taken as to the identity of the dog, 
his health may still be in danger. 

Finally, be very careful about 


“offering to pay for medical ex- 


penses, Crch an offer may be nec- 
essary. if otferwise the child would 
never receive a¥gctor’s attention. 
But apart from thissétuation, you 
should make the offer gly in ex- 
change for a genera) release, in 
writing, from further liability. In 
any case, it is always safest to 
consult your attorney before ne- 
gotiating any settlement, particu- 
larly if the injuries may be serious 
or if a lawsuit is threatened.

“African Villas 


The African village system pre 
ceded the age of the Hebrews, the 
classical period of the Greeks, the 
commercial .epoch of the Phoeni- 
cians, the expansion of the Roman 
Empire, the military and religious 
crusade of the Arabs, and the all- 
out European scramble for Africa 
in the nineteenth century. Western 
anthropologists estimate that Afri- 
can civilization is some thirty-thou- 
sand years old. The village culture 
is, in all respects, the sample of 
African civilization. But no African 
village in 1946 is as conservative 
in ideas as it was before the 
white man came. All have relatively 
changed, for good and for bad. Let 
us look back to the time of my 
father. 

My village is in southeast Nigeria, 
in the Ibo country, which has an 
estimated population of five mil- 
lion. All of us speak one language 
called Ibo, althoug ere are sev- 
eral dialects, and sometimes 
not easy for the different groups 
to understand one another. My 
group is called Arochuku, which 
means the people of God. It is a 
clan noted for its love of travel, 
business initiative, and political 
shrewdness. 

One day | accompanied mother 
to the Eke market. Still a mile 
away from the market place, | 
heard a din of noise, When we ar- 
rived, | saw thousands of people 
shopping around. The noise was 
all the more deafening. | thought 
it was customary for everyone to 
shout at the top of his voice. There- 
fore | begap shouting a meaning- 
less sound. 

“What's the matter?” asked my 
mother. 

“Am | not Supposed to shout?” 
I replied. ' 

“No,\ my  son,”\ answered — she, 
quite amused, but suppressing her 
smile.

Christmas Cards 


The first genuine Christmas card 
did not appear until 1846. About 
1,000 hand-colored copies of it 
were issued at one shilling each, the 


gathering sandwiched between one 
scene depicting the hungry being 
fed and another showing the naked 
being clothed. 

It was designed by the Royal 
Academician, J. C. Horsley. Its 
printer was Mr. Jobbins, of Hol- 
born, its publisher Joseph Cundall, 
of Old Bond Street, and its origina- 
tor Mr. (afterwards Sir) Henry 
Cole, who became te first Director 
of South Kensingtq& Museum. 

Queen Victoria waa the first Bri- 
tish monarch to use Christmas 
catds, She ordered eighteen in 1845. 

From then onwards the demand 
steadily grew, and in the sixties 
and seventies the trade began to 
assume large proportions, largely 
as a result: of Charles Dickens’ 
policy of popularizing , Christmas 
in his novels. Cosy inn scenes be- 
gan to appear, snowbound cottages 
and picturesque coaches, family 
gatherings at the festive board. 

Just before the war there was 
a serious decline in the sale of 
cards showing such _ traditional 
scenes, but now the demand is as 
great as ever. The change is 
thought to indicate a wish to es- 
cape back to the “good old days.” 
Cards meant for overseas sale 
differ from those: on sale here. 
Those for India have elephants: in 
place of reindeer, those for Austra- 
lia may depict surf-riding. 

One Indian prince ordered cards 
costing $125 each and worded: 
“All praise to Allah, the God; the 


Most High!”

Still, with youngsters home for 
the holidays, many of them long- 
ing to do a bit of cooking, perhaps 
a few instructions for making such 
things as “Taffy Apples” and so 


forth might not be amiss.

CARAMEL APPLES 
15 to 20 apples 
2 pounds granulated sugar 
(4 cups) 
Scant cup light corn syrup 
2% cups. evaporated milk 
Select small apples, free from 
blemishes. “Wash and dry  thor- 
oughly and stick on wooden skew- 
ers. Put sugar, syrup and 3% cup 
of the evaporated milk in a large 
heavy kettle. Stir to blend well. 
Heat slowly until sugar is dissolv- 
ed, stirring constantly, Then cook 
briskly to a thick syrup, stirring 
all the while. Add remainder of 
milk slowly, keeping mixture boil- 
ing briskly, and cook to firm ball 
stage , (242 degrees F.), stirring 
constantly to prevent scorching. 
Remove from heat and let stand 
until caramel stops bubbling. Work- 
ing quickly, dip apples, one at a 
time, in caramel and twirl to get 
rid of surplus coating and make 
smooth. Place on heavy waxed pa- 
per to set. If coating becomes too 
hard for dipping, add a little eva- 
porated milk and reheat, stirring 
to keep smooth. The caramel should 
be kept quite hot so that coating 
will not be too heavy. Makes 15 
to 20 caramel apples. 
To decorate skewers 
Wind skewers with narrow cél- 
ored Scotch tape before skewering 
apples,

CREAM CARAMELS 
2 cups granulated sugar 
Few grains salt 
2 cups light corn syrup 
'4 cup butter

134 cups evaporated milk 
(1 tall can) 
1 teaspoon vanilla extract 


Cook sugar, salt and syrup ra- 
pidly to firm ball stage. (245 de- 
grees F.), stirring occasionally. Add 
butter and milk gradually so that 
the mixture does not stop boiling 
at any time. Cook over medium 
heat to firm ball stage (242 degrees 
F.), stirring constantly because the 
mixture sticks easily at the last. 
About 25 minutes are required for 
cooking. Add vanilla, Let caramel 
stand until mixture stops bubbling, 
then pour into a buttered pan. Cool 
at room temperature, then place in 
refrigerator until caramel hardens. 
Remove from refrigerator, invert 
pan and loosen caramel by apply- 
ing cloth wrung out in hot water 
to bottom-and sides of pan. Lift 
edges of caramel with table knife or 
spatula and turn onto cutting board. 


Cut with a heavy, sharp knive using, 


a saw-like motion. Makes 2 pounds, 

Note: 242 degrees F. is the ideal 
finished temperature for caramels. 
240 degrees F. makes a very soft 
caramel that does not hold its shape 
very well, while 245 degrees F. 
makes quite firm ones. 

Nut Caramels: 

Add % cup pecan or walnut 
halves just before pouring caramel 
into pan to cool. 


Coffee Caramels: 

Dissolve 1 tablespoon soluble cof- 
fee in %%4 boiling water. Add to 
syrup mixture gradually with the 
butter and milk, then proceed as 
above. 

Chocolate Caramels: 

Use 3 squares (3 Ounces) un- 
sweetened chocolate. Melt choco- 
late over hot water in the sauce- 
pan in which the candy is to be 
cooked. Add ‘sugar, salt and corn 
syrup, then proceed as above. 


Ribbon Caramels: 

Make a recipe of Cream Cara- 
mels, and a recipe of Chocolate 
Caramels. After caramels have cool- 
ed. in buttered pans to room tem- 
perature, loosen caramel layers with 
table knife or spatula and turn onto 
wooden board, Place a layer of 
Chocolate Caramel atop the Cream 
Caramel and press together. Then 
place in refrigerator to harden be- 
fore cutting. 

Fondant Ribbon Caramels: 


Make a recipe of Cream Caramels 


or one of the variations. When 
caramel mixture stops bubbling, 
pour equal amounts into 2 but- 
tered &-inch pans. After caramel 
has cooled to room temperature, 
loosen caramel layers with table 
knife or spatula, and turn onto 
wooden board. Press a layer of 
fondant over a layer of caramel 


and cover with a second layer of 
caramel. Then place in refrigerator 
to harden before cutting

2 cups granulated sugar

MACDONALD'S

One day. last week 


there was 
a knock at our front door. When 
J opened it there stood an army 
sergeant and his. young wife— 


looking for a place to live. Actually 
they came here by mistake thinking 
it was the house to which they § 
been directed. I asked thém in 
the story they told me*tade my 
heart ache. Previously stationed at 
Camp Borden, this sergeant, six 
weeks ago, had been transferred to 
another district and had been house- 
hunting ever since—for an apart- 
ment, a house, or four unfurnished 
rooms. ‘There were places which 
they could have rented—until the 
owners learned that besides the man 
‘and his wife there were also three 
small children, And the doors were 
figuratively shut in their faces. 

“Apparently we committed a 
crime in having children,” the dis- 
couraged young mother told me. 

“And what are you doing in the 
meantime?” I inquired. 

“One child is with her grand- 
mother two brothers live with my 
sister, and my husband and I are 
staying at an hotel. The children 
“are five, four and two.” 

Believe me, I wanted to tell the 
young couple to collect their child- 
ren and move right in... they were 
such nice young people and | felt so 
sorry for the youngsters. 

But offering to take a family into 
your home isn't as simple ag that. 
We have enough room, it’s true, but 
yet the house is not adapted for two 
families—especially if newcomers 
have been used to a city home. 
Country plumbing itself presents 
one problem, A septie tank cannot 
quite take’ the place of sewerage 
system. It hag to be treated with 
greater respect—and that is some- 
thing city people neverseem to 
realize, And there is @lways the 
possibility of a water Shortage. 

Giving up a number of rooms 
also means a reorganization of the 
farm family’s way of living—and 
that isn’t always easy. On a farm 
extra room is needed for so many 
jobs — héavy washing; cleaning, 
packing and storing eggs; room for 
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ball stage (248 degrees F.), stir- 
ring constantly. Pour into buttered 
pan. When cool enough to handle, 
pull until candy is light and no 
longer sticky to the touch. Lay 
out on waxed paper or. buttered 
pan. Cut with scissors. Wrap. in 
waxed paper. Makes about 2 
pounds, 
Brown Sugar Taffy: 


Use 1 pound brown sugar in 
place of, the 2 cups: granulated 
sugar. 


Cocoa Taffy: 

Mix %4 cup cocoa with the sugar 
and cook with the syrup, salt and 
vinegar, then proceed as above. 

Molasses Taffy: 

Omit corn syrup and use 1 cup 
molasses. 

Peppermint Taffy: 

Make a recipe of Vinegar Taffy.” 
When taffy is cooked, remove from 
heat, When mixture stops bubbl- 
ing, add % teaspoon peppermint 
extract and mix well, Pour taffy 
syrup into a measuring cup to the 
Y% cup level. Pour remaining taffy 
syrup into a lightly buttered pan. 
Add 6 to 8 drops of red food col- 
oring to the % cup syrup and mix 
well. Pour this colored syrup into 
a small lightly buttered pan and 
allow to. cool. Pull when cool 
enough to handle and set aside 
on a piece of waxed paper. When 
remainder of taffy is cool enough 
to handle, divide into halves and 
pull each half until light in color 
and no longer sticky to the touch. 
Lay each half on a piece of waxed 
paper and pull into a rope of even 
thickness. Take half of the colored 
taffy, lay it on top of the white 
taffy and pull the two together. 
Cut with scissors. Wrap in waxed 
paper. , ‘ 
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know-——but I certainly mauage to 
spread things around. But eventu- 
ally I make use of what has been 
saved. This week, for instance, I 
am hoping to send away 24 pounds 
of woollen goods to a factory to 
be converted mto blankets. But 24 
pounds of woollens—old socks and 
sweaters—cannot be accumulated 
overnight, so they are naturally 
cluttering up some room or closetl 

But women are not the only 
clutter-uppers! My goodness, Part- 
ner has enough old nails around to 
build a house—except that half of 
them are bent and rusty and 
couldn’t be used anyway. Yet 


every time a box or a building is - 


demolished the nails must still be 
saved. And Bob has a five-gallon 
can full of nuts and bolts—and woe 
betide any of us who throws even 
one of them away. But if you notice 
—whatever a person saves is al- 
ways “junk” to others but priceless 
to himself. : 

One of my collections is buttons 
—utility buttons, not collector's 
items. No garment is ever discard- 
ed until the buttons have been re- 
moved. As a result whether I make 
a shirt, a dress or a pair of py- 
jamas, it is never necessary to buy 
buttons. Most of what I have. are 
sorted as to colour and size, and 
then sewn on to cards just as you 
find. tiem in a store. Not much 
point in saving buttons if they are 
all jumbled up together so that you 
have to waste precious time finding 
out whether you have two or @ 
dozen of any one kind. Zippers can 
also be saved and used again-——, 
providing they still zip. it 

And here is a way to.s#ve your 
eyes, The time-honowited way to 
thread a needle ie*to hold it over 
something white.
